Seeing 
that he was obdurate and unmoved 
by any instrument of tourture his 
savage cruelty could devise, the Em- 
peror had him bound hand and foot 
and on Ascension eve, the sixteenth 
of May, he was hurled from the bridge 
at Prague into the dark waters of the 


'Moldau river—a martyr to the seal ot 


the confessional. When in 1719, af- 
ter the lapse of over three centuries, 
his grave in the Prague cathedral was 
opened, his flesh had disappeared. 
But one member, through shrivelled, 
remained uncorrupted. That was his 
tongue—in its silence still giving 
glory to God and testifying with its 
mute eloquence to the unbroken seal 
of the sacrament. 

The martyrdom whichSt. John Nep- 
omucene suffered, illustrates what ev- 
ery priest in Christendom would wil- 
lingly undergo rather than reveal the 
tiniest venial sin mentioned in con- 
fession. It is no exaggeration to say 
that in all the scope of human life, 
there is no secrecy so absolute, impen- 
etrable and inviolable as that which 
is protected by the seal of the con- 
fessional. | 


An Encouragement to Sin? 


The objection, however, which is 
even more widespread among non- 
Catholics, and which apparently 
weighs more heavily with them than 
either of the ones discussed above, is 
of a different character. A non-Cath- 
olic inquirer stated the difficulty 
which many, if not the majority of 
people outside the Church, experience 
in regard to confession in the fol- 
lowing way: 

“Non-Catholics in general,” he 
said, “feel that the securing of par- 
don for sins simply by telling them 
to a priest, places too much stress and 
value upon the external and mechani- 
cal aspects of repentance, and too lit- 
tle upon true internal sorrow for sin, 
wherein alone genuine repentance 
consists. The mere mechanical 
enumeration of sins to a priest gives 
no assurance of contrition or purpose 
of amendment. The way it works out 
in practice is that by making the for. 
giveness of sins so. easy to obtain, 
confession rather encourages moral 
laxity. An individual, tempted to 
commit some sin, instead of being de- 


jterred is rather encouraged td go 


ahead and commit the misdeed, knows

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WHY NO DIVORCE

First it is necessary to know ex- 
actly what divorce-is, who institu- 
ted it, and for what reason it was 
instituted. 


Matrimony is a contract by 
which a man and a woman agree to 
live together for life as man and 
wife. God instituted matrimony 
when He gave Eve in wedlock to 
Adam. For four thousand years 
matrimony was a mere contract 
but Christ raised that contract to 
the dignity of a sacrament, giving 
the married couple the graces to 
enable them to perform the duties 
of that state in life. - 


It might seem that if two per- 
sons freely entered a contract they 
could dissolve it at any time. This 
is true, only of material contracts 
between men. 


Matrimony was instituted for the 
common good of humanity. The 
common good is always superior to 
the individual good, this fact is 
recognized by everyone. No s0- 
ciety could exist were not the in- 
terests of the individual subser- 
vient to the interest of all. So it is 
with human society. The first great 
foundation of society is the family. 
Matrimony is the bond of union 
in the family of which the state is 
composed, 


Individuals can not perpetuate 
society. Therefore divorce with all 
its attendant consequences must be 
considered the greatest evil of our 
day, an evil that strikes at the 
very heart of an orderly society 
because it destroys the home. It 
makes the home an unstable insti- 
tution. It enables corrupt human 
weakness to shirk the responsibili- 
ties imposed upon it by nature. It 
tears little ones away from their 
parents and makes them the chil- 
dren of disgrace.

tection they are entitled even by 
the law of nature. The courts of 
our land that are responsible for 
divorces do not take into consider- 
ation the rights of helpless chiidren 
when a dissolution of matrimony 
is sought. It is better a thousand 
times that an occasional individual 
should suffer than that legions of 
children should suffer and that the 
very structure of society should be 
undermined. 


Divoree is an evil which after 
breaking up one home prepares the 
way for another such proceeding. 
It has a wedge action and when 
once permitted for any reason 
whatsoever it drives deeper and 
deeper until it splits asunder the 
inmost fibers of the home and so- 
ciety. I will give you several ex- 
amples of this wedge action. 


In France 7,000 homes were 
broken up in 1900; by 1913 this 
number had increased to 15,000. In 
Germany in 1900 there were 81 div- 
orces for every 100,000 existing 
marriages, by 1914 there were 143 
divorces for every 100,000 existing 
marriages. In our own United 
States in 1887 there ‘was one di- 
vorce for every 17 marriages, in 
1906 one divorce for every 12 mar- 
riages, by 1928 there was one di- 
vorce for every 6 marriages. al 


There are today in the United 
States more than 12,000,000 divor- 
cees. What is this leading to? One 
divorce for every marriage? This 
is unthinkable, yet all evidence 
points in that direction. ’ 


The Catholic Church has stood 
like a wall against divorce proper, 
she has consistently, courageously 
and uncompromisingly stood by for 
what Christ Himself has said: 
“What God hath joined together 
let no man put asunder.” 

She has taught since the days of 
her apostles that Matrimony is in- 
dissolvable. This doctrine she must 
and will continue to teach until the 
end of time.

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IT HAS BEEN SAID... 
A Short Talk with Catholic 
Students

A competent critic of our time 
and its tendencies said recently 
that whenever any one loses his 
faith or changes his religious opin- 
ions, he feels called upon to write 
all about it to the Atlantic Month- 
ly. For that matter, it seems that 
many of our American magazines 
have been favoring contributions 
of this personal confession type. 
Usually the author is a sad, dis- 
illusioned young man overcome by 
an irresistable urge to “scream 
about his sex and his soul.” It is 
hardly necessary to say that one 
part of his subject, if not the other, 
will be «sure of an eager audience. 


But it is only fair to state that 
the Atlantic Monthly does not, on 
any wide scale, encourage this 
commercialized vulgarity which 
prompts certain people to publish 
whatever lurid lapses there may 
have been in their private past 
lives. It gives us a different and 
more palatable fare. It leans 
strongly toward personal revela- 
tions of religious doubts and 
the soul searchings occasioned by 
them. And while there may be 
little value in these spiritual case- 
histories, there is this much to be 
said in their favor: they are, in 
many cases, at least, sincere state- 
ments of a real problem which has 
become quite common and very 
critical in the lives of a great 
many people today. 


Mr. Philip E. Wentworth told his 
story in the Atlantic Monthly last 
June. He set forth in detail the 
process by which four years at 
Harvard turned him into an agnos- 
tic. He was reared as a_ strict 
Presbyterian and destined for the 
ministry in that denomination. He 
went off to Harvard with this ob- 
jective in mind. There he encoun- 
tered a world of ideas that would 
not fit into his background of sim- 
ple faith and religious worship in 
a “typical middle-class American 
home.” As the years went on, one 


him: He could not “reconcile re- 
ligion with intelligence;” education 


must give up one or the other. 
The rest of his story tells how and 
why he finally abandoned the re- 
ligious beliefs and practices of his 
boyhood. With dogma went also 
the foundation of morality. His 
mind kept asking the question: 
“Without an omnipotent Deity to 
reward virtue and punish evil, was 
the ‘good life’ only an illusion? I 
could not believe it, yet I could 
think of no satisfactory answer. 
The bottom dropped out of my 
world, and I wrestled with myself 
in a futile attempt to patch it up. 
Life had lost its meaning. I was 
desolate.” 


Now it may be urged that this 
is only one man’s misfortune, a 
wholly unnecessary misfortune. If 
Mr. Wentworth had been stronger 
in his Presbyterian faith, or if his 
faith had rested upon a rational 
groundwork, with a logical system 
of apologetics to meet the attacks 
of modern unbelief, he might well 
have saved his faith, even in an 
atmosphere so hostile to it. But 
the facts are plainly against such 
a supposition. Not all young men 
are as sensitive as he was to the 
influences around him. This we 
grant. But a great many students 
in secular universities do emerge 
with a badly damaged faith. And 
this is sufficient testimony to jus- 
tify Mr. Wentworth’s final indict- 
ment: “In so far as the colleges 
destroy religious faith without sub- 
stituting a vital philosophy to take 
its place, they are turning loose 
upon the world young barbarians 
who have been freed from the dis- 
cipline of the Church before they 
have learned how to discipline 
themselves.” 


The Catholic student need not 
find the same difficulty in reconcil- 
ing “religion with intelligence.” 
His religion is intelligent. It has 
an answer for every question. It 
is a living organism, and it has the 
power to assimilate whatever is 
true and good in its surroundings; 
the power to adjust itself to every 
real advancement in learning. Let 
the Catholic student realize this

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Boxing Career Least 
Alluring To Catholic 
Tourney Participants 


Chicago, Ill—A cross section of 
the aspirations of the typical, 
alert, aggressive and healthy Cath- 
olic American boy is provided in 
answers to a questionnaire circu- 
lated among the 1,534 entrants in 
the second annual Catholic Youth 
Organization boxing tournament, 
which was made public this week. 

Only eight per cent of the boys 
said they desired to become profes- 
sional boxers, the building trades, 
law and medicine surpassing the 
ring as a major lure.

Catholic Attendance 
At Religious Services 
In Army Sets Record 


Washington.—While the number 
of Masses celebrated by Catholic 
chaplains at army posts in the last 
year was exceeded by the number 
of services listed as Protestant, 
Catholic attendance exceeded that 
at the Protestant services, it is 
shown in the annual report of the 
Chief of Chaplains of the United 
States Army. The report, made 


public recently, showed the attend- 
ance at 2,154 Masses celebrated by 
Catholic chaplains was 269,490. At 
3,130 Protestant services the at- 
tendance was 287,003. 


Chaplain J. E. Yates, Chief of 
Chaplains, declared that suitable 
places for religious worship on 
army posts are “absolutely neces- 
sary for the effectiveness of the 
chaplain’s work.”

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3 New Cathedral 
Altars Ready For 
Christmas Is Plan 


Memorial Gifts Are Outstanding 
Among Altars of the Country; 
Statues of Hand-Carved 
Wood, Work of Ober- 
ammergau Artists. 


Three new altars outstanding 
among the altars in the United 
States will be installed in the Cath- 
edral of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion, Fort Wayne, in time for the 
Christmas Midnight Mass, the Rev. 
Thomas M. Conroy, rector, an- 
nounced after the High Mass last 
Sunday. The main altar of St. Vin- 
cent Ferrer’s church, New York, is 
regarded as a model and is con- 
structed of carved wood, stone and 
marble inlays. It is stated that 
the Cathedral altar will be simil- 
arily constructed. 

To fittingly provide for the al- 
tars which will all be memorials, a 
marble floor will replace the ter- 
razo floor in the sanctuary. The 
main altar is from the late Frank 
Phillips, brother of Mrs. Odelia 
Breen. A number of marble steps 
will lead to the “mensa” or table 
which will be twelve feet long and 
six feet wide, constructed of stone 
with beautiful marble inlays. The 
back of the altar and its thirty-two 
statues will be entirely of hand- 
earved wood. Two Tyrolese wood 
artists from Oberammergau, home 
of the Passion Play and fine carv- 
ing, have been engaged in the work 
for the past two years, one in 
Cleveland and the other in Milwau- 
kee, with the Ecclesiastical In- 
teriors Co. The statue will include 
the Twelve Apostles; also the 
“Great Doctors of the Church,” 
Saints Athanasius, Basil, Gregory 
of Nazianze, John Chrysostom 
among the Greeks; Saints Am- 
brose, Jerome, Augustine of Hippo, 
Pope Gregory, among the Latins. 

Four heroic-sized bronze candle- 
holders on the present main altar 
will be used on the new altar. They 
were secured through the Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. Julian Benoit, V. G., builder 
of the Cathedral and came from 
France. They are over one hun- 
dred years old and were designed 
by a French order of Sisters. 

The history of the Cathedral 
parish dates from 1837, a period of 
ninety-five years. The present edi- 
fice was erected seventy-three 
years ago and the main altar in- 
stalled at that time. It is a replica 
of the altar in the famous Church 
of the Madeline in Parish, and as- 
sociated with it are many events in 
the history of the parish. 

The side altar of the Blessed 
Virgin will be similar in construc- 
tion to the main altar and its 
statue of Mary will be hand-carved 
wood. This altar will be a memor- 
ial to the late Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam H. Dreier. On the south side 
of the church there will be a new 
altar of St. Joseph with a carved 
statue. This altar is yet to be 
given as a memorial, but Father 
Conroy expects to complete plans 
for it shortly. His announcement 
regarding the new altars was re- 
ceived Sunday with interest and 
appreciation by a capacity congre- 
gation. 

The Most Rev. John F. Noll, D, 
D., will pontificate as usual at the 
Christmas Midnight Mass at the 
Cathedral and give the sermon, He 
was ordained and consecrated be- 
fore the present altar. —

| : We have often wondered why the same philosophy 
bee does not move Protestantism to join hands with the 
ae Catholic Church in countries where anti-Christian ac-

operative. 

There seems to be less prejudice among Protestant 
clergymen against paganism than against Catholicism, 
although Catholicism is the greatest bulwark of Chris- 
tianity, by whatever name it may be known. 

If it were not for prejudice, it would be difficult to 
conceive that any fair-minded Christian could ascribe 
honest motives to the persecutors of the Catholic Church 
in Mexico and Spain. In these countries, as well as in 
others which have taken drastic measures against the 
Catholic Church in the past, the persecuting motive is 
inspired by a desire to confiscate church property, to 
close Catholic schools, where the eternal principles of 
justice and morality generally are taught to children. 

They well realize that as long as the youth of the 
nation is schooled in religion, Communism will never be 
ae successful. In Russia itself the first step was not only to 
ae. close the schools, but to forbid the imparting of religious 

pe instruction even in a sermon during religious services in 
the presence of children under eighteen years of age. By 
training youth in atheism and all that goes with it, the 
way is open for a reign of Communism in the next 
generation. 

The report of the Appraisal Commission to the 
Laymen’s Foreign Mission Inquiry advised that “a pro- 
found transformation of the church in the mission field 
er is needed”. It recommends that every new effort must 
eo ae be away from sectarianism, and in the direction of unity 
ee. and cooperation. It declares that it is not necessary that 
ie this union be organic. It emphasizes the duty of the

NOTRE DAME IS RATED UNDERDOG 


IN MEETING WITH ARMY SATURDAY 


Records Indicate That Cadets Should Break Tradj. 


tion and Win Two Successive Games From Irish 


NAVY SHOWS UP RAMBLER ATTACK IN STRONG DEFENSE | 


With the footda!! season already 
brought to a clese by many leading 
colleges and universities, the Notre 
Dame team new faces the two 
hardest games on its schedule in 
meetings with Army and Southern 
California. Both of these teams de- 
feated Notre Dame last year, and 
the Irish will be out to get revenge. 

The first of these two games will 
take place in New York City Sat- 
urday afternoon, and for the first 
time this year the Notre Dame 
team will enter the game rated as 
the inferior team and given only 
an outside chance to win, Perhaps 
this fact will prove a benefit to the 
Ramblers. During the _ several 
weeks since the Pittsburgh game, 
Anderson has bewailed the fact 
that his team was trying to play 
on its reputation, and hoped to win 
its games, as Rockne used to say, 
by showing its press clippings to 
its opponents. 

Such a system, if it be true, has 
met with but little success so far 
as is evidenced by the Pittsburgh 
defeat and by the poor showing of 
the Notre Dame team against 
Kansas, Northwestern and Navy. 
It would, we are sure, meet with 
even less success this week, since 
the Army players could also pro- 
duce press clippings which contain 
far more superlatives than those 
treasured by the Irish. 


Records Are Similar 


Army’s record this year is some- 
what similar to Notre Dame’s. 
Both teams have been defeated 
once, and in each case it was 
Pittsburgh who administered the 
licking. In the Army game, the 
Panthers went into the contest as 
the favorite to win and lived up to 
the predictions of the experts by 
defeating the Cadets 18-12. In the 
game with Notre Dame, however, 
the Pitt team was considered only 
as a threat, with the Ramblers 
doped to carry off the laurels. Of 
course, we all remember that the 
Ramblers outplayed the Panthers 
for three periods, but failed to 
score and the latter put over two 
touchdowns in the closing minutes 
of the game. 

Army has improved greatly since 
the Pitt game and profited by the 
lesson it learned, but Notre Dame 
has seemed unable to get over her 
defeat. Since the Pitt game the 
Cadets have run rough shod over 
all of their competition and showed 
their strength by scoring 46 points 
against Harvard despite the fact 
that no less than three complete 
Army teams played against the 
Crimson. 

Since the Notre Dame defeat the 
Ramblers have been a lackadaisical 
team.

tianity, found himself forced to de- 
clare “that there is not perhaps a 
more useful institution than confes- 
sion.” (Remarques sur U’Olympe). 
Similar is the observation of Rous- 
seau, who was not less hostile to the 
Church: “How many restitutions 
and reparations does not confession 
cause among Catholics!” (Emile). 


In Germany, the great philoso- 
pher, Leibnitz, though a non-Catho- 
lic, paid tribute to the usefulness of 
the confessional to the welfare of 
society. “This whole work of sacra- 
mental penance,” he writes, “is in- 
deed worthy of the Divine wisdom 
and if aught else in the Christian 
dispensation is meritorious of praise 
surely this wondrous institution. 
For the necessity of confessing one’s 
sins deters a man from committing 
them, and hope is given to him who 
may have fallen again after expia- 
tion. The pious and prudent con- 
fessor is in very deed a great instru- 
ment in the hands of God for man’s 
regeneration. For the kindly advice 
of God’s priest helps man to control 
his passions, to know the lurking 
places of sin, to avoid the occasions 
of evil doing, to restore ill-gotten 
goods, to have hope after depression 
and doubt, to have peace after af- 
fliction, in a word, to remove or at 
least lessen all evil, and if there is 
no pleasure on earth like unto a 
faithful friend, what must be the 
esteem a man must have for him, 
who is in very deed a friend in the 
hour of his direct need?” (Systema 
Theologicum, p. 270). 


Non-Catholics Pay Tribute 


In Great Britain, Dr. Martensen, a 
distinguished Protestant theologian, 
pays tribute to the confessional not 
only because it ministers directly to 
the social welfare by insisting upon 
truth, honesty, and justice, and upon 
restitution when the latter is vio- 
lated, but also because it ministers 
directly to the hunger of the indi- 
vidual soul for personal spiritual 
regeneration. “Absolution,” he says, 
“in the name of the Father and of 
the Son and of the Holy Ghost, de- 
rived from the full power of binding 
and loosing which the Chureh has 
inherited from the apostles is not 
unconditional, but depends on the 
same condition on which the gospel 
itself adjudges the forgiveness of 
sins, namely, change of heart and 
Tan... é 

“It cannot easily be denied that 
confession meets a deep need of hu- 
man nature. There is a great psycho- 
logical truth in the saying of Pascal, 
that a man often attains for the first 
time a true sense of sin, and a true 
stayedness in his good purpose, when 


he confesses his sins to his fellow 


man, as well as to God. Catholicism 
has often been commended because 
by confession it affords an opportu- 
nity of depositing the confession of 
his sins in the breast of another man, 
where it remains kept under the seal 
of the most sacred secrecy, and 
whence the consolation of the forgive- 
ness of sins is given him in the very 
name of the Lord.” (Christian Dog- 
matics, p. 443 ff.) 


In our Own country there is pro- 
‘bably no voice in all of Protestantism 
at the present day, which is listened 


to with such eagerness and respect 


by so vast a number of our fellow 
countrymen as that of the Rev. Dr. 
Harry E. Fosdick, pastor of the 


‘Riverside Baptist Church of New 


York. Speaking before more than 
1000 ministers at the annual meeting 
of the Greater New York Federation 
of Churches, Dr. Fosdick strongly 
urged the restoration of the confes- 
sional to Protestant churches. ‘We 
Protestants are losing more,” he said, 
“than we have any business to lose by 
not coming in closer contact with the 
individual. When a Catholic would 
take his mental troubles to his priest, 
the Protestant would go to a psycho- 
analysist or like specialist, and the 
church would gain nothing in experi- 

The confessional, which 
Protestantism threw out the door, is 
coming back through the window, in 
utterly new forms, to be sure, with 
new methods and with an entirely 
new intellectual explanation appro- 
priate to the Protestant churches, but 
motived by a real determination to 
help meet the inward problems of in- 
dividuals. 


“Clergymen are giving different 
names to this form of activity, such 
as ‘trouble clinics,’ ‘personal confer- 
ences on spiritual problems,’ ‘the Pro- 
testant confessional.’ The name 
makes little difference. What does 
matter is the renewed awareness in 
the churches that they are in danger 
of surrendering to the _ psycho- 
analyist that vast field of human need 
where the confession of sin and spirit- 
ual misery is met with sympathetic 
and intelligent treatment. To be 
sure, a wise minister will work with 
a psychiatrist, not without one, but 
if the churches substitute any other 
kind of success for the successful 
handling of the spiritual aspects of 
individual problems, they will be 
vacating their most obvious func- 
tion.” (Literary Digest, Dec. 17, 1927, 


p. 2) 


Meets Psychological Need 


It is to be noted that Dr. Fosdick 
urges the restoration of the confes- 
sional on the grounds that it minis- 
ters to the psychological needs of peo- 
ple oppressed with a consciousness of 
sin. In other words, confession does 
for the masses the work for which 
the wealthy pay large fees to the 
psychoanalyist and the psychiatrist. 
There can be no doubt that the con- 
fessional is of distinct value in -pro- 
moting the mental health of people. 
It is a principle of modern psychology 
that a source of disturbance to one’s 
peace of mind, if not removed by the 
process of rationalization, that is by 
realizing that worry won't help mat- 
ters, or that the item is being stretch- 
ed to assume undue importance, or 
by some other therapeutic means, 
tends to form a central focus which 
gradually spreads to other areas of 
one’s mental life, and thus creates 
various types of mental disorders. 
Such is the fertile breeding ground of 
many of the phobias, tics, and com- 
plexes which upset the delicate bal- 
ance of one’s mental life, and cause 
one to appear “queer”. — 

Now one of the sources of worry 
common probably to the vast major- 
ity of mankind is traceable to their 
consciousness of doing at times what 
they know is morally wrong, and 
then experiencing the gnawings of re- 
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continuously at the individual's peace 
of mind because of the persistence of 
the sense of guilt, not only the indiv- 
idual’s happiness is likely to be ser- 
iously disturbed but the very health 
of his mind is apt to be affected. What 
is probably the most effective means, 
verified by the findings of modern 
psychology as well as by the experi- 
ence of the race, for the removal of 
such worries which are undermining 
one’s mental health? The simple 
means of disclosure, unbosoming one- 
self to one’s friend, revealing the sin 
—the cause of the worry—to the 
priest in the secrecy of the confes- 
sional. 

When the sin is confessed, the 
sense of guilt is washed away, and 
peace of mind returns. It is like open- 
ing the door of a closet, in which 
mildew has accumulated in the dark- 
ness. When the fresh air and the 
bright sunshine stream in, the parasi- 
tic denizens who thrive only in the 
darkness, speedily vanish. So when 
the door of the mind is opened, and 
the distorted fancies and exaggerated 
worries are exposed to the sunlight 
of reason and the wholesome counsel 
of friends, they too have a marked 
tendency to disappear. This purging 
of the mind of the worries that prey 
upon it, and endanger its even func- 
tioning is called “‘catharsis” by psy- 
chologists. While comparatively few 
may be familiar with its scientific 
name, practically every adult human 
being has experienced it-and knows 
how necessary it is for his peace of 
mind. 


Restoring Peace of Mind 


Every confessor can recall numer- 

ous instances where the relief experi- 
enced by the penitent has been indeed 
remarkable. Penitents at times enter 
the confessional, so visibly disturbed 
in mjnd that their voices quaver and 
break, sighs of anguish escape them, 
and tears even course down their 
faces. After their confession is com- 
pleted, and they receive the absolu- 
tion of God’s ambassador, and hear 
from him words of counsel and en- 
couragement to rise and strive again 
with renewed courage and faith in 
God’s abiding help, they leave the con- 
fessional enjoying a calmness, a peace 
of mind, and a courage that has trans- 
formed them into new men and new 
women. 
- Familiar as such occurrences are 
to priests and to members of the 
Catholic laity, it is interesting to note 
that even non-Catholics have observed 
the visible effects of the confessional 
upon people tortured with the guilt 
of grievous sin. Thus Dr. John Rath- 
bone Oliver, an Episcopalian minis- 
ter and a psychiatrist of distinction, 
who was kneeling in a Catholic 
church on Saturday. afternoon when 
confessions were being heard, nar- 
rates the following striking instance 
of such a transformation: 

“A few weeks ago, I was kneeling 
at the back of such a church. In front 
of me there knelt a girl of perhaps 
sixteen or less. She was tense—tor- 
mented, apparently. She twisted 
about; she could not keep still. The 
glimpse that I caught of her showed 
me the face of a person in great men- 
tal distress. I could not take my eyes 
from her. She seemed anxiety per-| 
sonified. A few moments later, she 
got up, and went into the éonfes-

_Jithe University of Paris when he 


was won over to doing God’s work 
on this earth by St. Ignatius of 
Loyola. After doing some work 
among his countrymen in Rome, he 


iwas sent by St. Ignatius to the In- 


dies. While there he spent his 
entire time for twelve years teach- 
ing the Gospel to Hindustan, to 
Malacca and to Japan. 

St. Francis met with many 
hardships and those who should 
have helped him in his chosen work 
became jealous and careless. He 
met with difficulties of every sort, 
but was not discouraged and only 
worked the harder to save souls for 
God. The vast kingdom of China 
appealed to his charity, and he 
made up his mind to risk his life 
in that country in an effort to win 
souls to Him. God, however, in 
His great mercy called St. Francis 
to Himself, and on December 2nd, 
1552, he died. 

Perhaps God wishes many of us 
to imitate the example of St. Fran- 
cis and work for Him in bringing 
souls to know and love Him.

Dear Boys and Girls: 

Do you think that a queer way 
to date a letter—instead of saying 
“November 27, 1932,” to say “The 
First Sunday in Advent”? Wait a 


If we were thinking of God’s 
plants and how they grow, we 


seasons, wouldn’t we? — spring, 
summer, fall and winter—and we 
might call this “the tenth Sunday 
of fall.” 

But we are not thinking of the 
year of nature just now. We are 
thinking of the year of God’s 
Church. The Church year has sea- 
sons, too. Its first season is called 
Advent, and today is the first Sun- 
day in the season of Advent. 

Now “Advent” means “coming”; 
and who should be coming but our 
dear Lord Jesus—coming on Christ- 
mas Day? We need a little time to 
get ready for Him, so we begin 
the Church year four Sundays be- 
fore Christmas. 

Look at the calendar now and see 
if this isn’t the fourth Sunday be- 
fore Christmas. It really is a kind 
of New Year’s Day for the 
Church, being the first day of the 
Church year. 

When you went to Mass today, 
did you hear the priest say “The 
epistle for the first Sunday of Ad- 
vent”? “Epistle”? means “Letter 
from the Apostles.” (Easy to re- 
member because “epistle” and 
“Apostle” sound so much alike.) 
Every Sunday we hear a different 
epistle, and it is always one that 
fits the season of the Church year. 

Now, let’s see how the epistle 
for today fits the season of Advent. 
“Advent” means “coming,” we 
learned, and this is the time when 
we get ready for the coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ on Christmas 
Day. So the epistle today should 
say something about the coming of 
Jesus to the world, shouldn’t it? 

I wonder how many of you no- 
ticed these words in the epistle: 
“The darkness is past, and the day 
is at hand”? Do you know what 
kind of “darkness” that means, and 
what kind of “day”? And do you 
see how it all fits in with the sea- 
son of Advent? If you think about 
the story of Adam and Eve, espe- 
cially about the promise that God 
made to them, you should be able 
to tell. 

Now, suppose you do think about 
this during the week and find out 
all you can. Then, next Sunday, 
see if you and I have been thinking 
the same thing. There will not be 
time today, because there is some- 
thing else I want to tell you about.
